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On  the  24th  of  July,  1899,  from  his  place  in  Parliament, 
and  speaking  in  his  official  capacity,  the  late  Home  Secretary 
alluded  to  “ serious  experiments  in  which  the  use  of  anaes- 
thetics is  wholly  or  partly  dispensed  with  ” as  taking  place 
in  English  laboratories  by  holders  of  Certificates  issued  by 

himself. 


It  is  therefore  a fact  beyond  dispute  that  vivisection  as 


practised  in  this  country  under  the  present  law  involves  the 


torture  of  animals. 


iTH  the  issue  of  the  third  Edition  of  this  Guide,  which  has  been  carefully 
corrected  up  to  date,  I desire  to  deal  shortly  with  some  of  the  criticisms  that 
have  been  offered  me. 

The  statements  and  figures  of  this  Guide  are  taken  in  every  case  from  published 
accounts, ^ but  I have  been  assailed  for  collecting  and  publishing  them  with  a violence 
of  invective  that  seems  strangely  inappropriate. 

If  the  charitable  public  really  approve  of  vivisection  as  performed  to-day  under 
the  patronage  of  the  hospitals  they  support,  they  will  be  glad  to  observe  from  my 
Guide  how  their  money  is  in  part  appropriated  to  the  schools  and  colleges  which  are 
licensed  for  that  practice. 

They  will  applaud  the  emoluments  given  to  lecturers  out  of  their  subscriptions 
as  recorded  year  after  year  in  the  accounts  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  they  will  rejoice 
to  know  that^  two  thousand  a year  is  paid  to  the  College  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
London  Hospital  to  which  they  contribute,  and  will  cheerfully  endorse  the  refusal  of 
the  Chairman  to  publish  what  becomes  of  that  money. 

The  anger  of  my  critics  therefore  suggests  that  they  harbour  a suspicion  that 
the  charitable  public  may  not  be  fully  aware  till  they  peruse  this  Guide  how  much  of 
the  money  of  hospitals  is  appropriated  to  purposes  other  than  the  tending  of  the  sick 
poor,  and  that  they  may,  when  they  discover  it,  resent  it. 

The  contradictory  character  of  the  criticisms  with  which  I have  been  favoured 
must  have  afforded  to  those  who  have  seen  them  more  diversion  than  edification. 

One  Medical  paper  for  the  purpose  of  defending  the  appropriation  of  hospital 
funds  by  Medical  Schools  asserted  that  the  Schools  “are  integral  parts  of  the 
hospitals  with  which  they  are  connected.”*  This  seems  difficult  to  reconcile  with  the 
fulfilment  of  the  pledge  made  by  the  King,  when  Prince  of  Wales,  that  “ there  was 
no  intention  of  devoting  any  part  of  the  London  Hospital  Fund  towards  the  support 
of  the  Medical  Laboratories,”  large  sums  having  certainly  been  paid  by  King 

Edward  s Fund  into  hospitals  of  which  the  Schools  are  here  asserted  to  be  integral 
parts. 

And  this  assertion  that  schools  and  hospitals  are  one  and  indivisible  is  altogether 
incompatible  with  the  statement  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  London  Hospital  (in 
a letter  soliciting  a subscription  from  an  anti-vivisectionist)  that,  although  the  House 
Committee  of  the  Hospital  is  largely  represented  on  the  Board  of  the  School,  the 
Medical  School  is  “ entirely  independent  of  the  Hospital. ”t 

In  face  of  such  ludicrous  contradictions  I may  be  pardoned  for  adhering  to  the 
plain  statements  of  the  audited  accounts.

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PREFACE. 


Those  who  defend  the  practice  of  vivisection  may  be  divided  into  two  classes  : 

(1.)  Those  who  consider  it  right  to  torture  animals  for  the  possible  and 
anticipated  benefit  of  man. 

(2.)  Those  who  consider  vivisection  justifiable  because  no  pain  is  inflicted 
in  English  laboratories. 

Tlie  controversialists  in  the  first  class  always  contuse  torture  with  killing  under 
evasive  terms  such  as  “ sacrifice.”  “ use,"  thus  endeavouring  to  persuade  mankind 
that  the  right  to  take  life  includes  the  right  to  torture  before  taking  it. 

Our  answer  is  that  it  iswroiig  to  torture  an  animal  before  killing  it,  that  possible 
benefits  anticipated  from  that  torture  do  not  make  the  wrong  act  right,  and  that  if 
thev  did  we  should  have  to  admit  that  it  is  right  for  anybody  to  pick  pockets  it  he 
stiends  the  proceeds  of  his  theft  for  the  benefit  of  mankind  ; and  we  define  torture 
as  meaning  severe  agony  inflicted  on  an  animal  for  purposes  other  than  the  ultimate 

benefit  of  that  animal. 

The  persons  in  the  second  category  are  in  the  unhappy  position  of  basing  their 
defence  of  vivisection  on  a premise  that  is  demonstrably-false. 

The  statement  of  the  Home  Secretary  on  page  2 of  this  publication  refutes  it. 

The  fact  that  any  vivisector  with  a licence  and  certificates  is  at  liberty  to  operate 
on  live  animals,  and  that  nothing  is  provided  by  the  law  to  protect  the  animals  from 
the  extremest  torture,  when  once  hound  down  in  the  laboratory,  hut  the  personal 
taste  of  the  vivisector  and  the  very  remote  chance  of  a visit  of  an  inspector. 


refutes  it. 


Quite  recently  a prominent  advocate  of  vivisection  has  publicly  refuted  it  when 
contending  with  me  in  the  Press  of  the  Midlands,  declaring  once*  in  the  I>e.rb;i 
Express,  and  once  in  the  Derby  Merenryf  that 

“ No  one  has  ever  attempted  to  pretend  that  no  sufferings  attend  vivisection 

operations.” 

Into  these  two  classes  therefore  are  the  serious  supporters  of  vivisection  divided, 
and  to  each  of  them  I respectfully  present  these  replies. 


There  remains  a third  class  of  controversialist  who  says  that  anti-viviscctionists 
are  faddists,  that  asylums  for  idiots  “ may  have  special  claims  on  their  support,  § 
that  my  statements,  of  fact  are  empty  quibbles, |1  and  my  letters  “squirts. 

I accept  these  displays  of  uncontrollable  rancour  as  the  best  possible  evidence  of 
the  success  of  our  movement,  and  as  the  highest  compliment  to  the  practical  and 
effective  work  our  Society  is  achieving  in  rendering  vivisection  more  and  more 
repellent  to  the  people  of  this  country.

not  the  case,  and  it  would  be  better  if  the  School  is  ‘‘  a part  of  the 
Hospital  ” that  its  accounts  should  be  published,  for  if  the  Rritish 
Medical  Journal's  statement  that’'  ” the  Hospital  receives  from  the 
School  one-fifth  of  the  gross  amount  of  fees  paid  by  the  students  ” 
is  correct,  it  must  be  deduced  from  the  last  Hospital  report  that 
£1,869  Os.  8d.  was  paid  by  the  students  into  the  joint  institution  of 
the  expenditure  of  which  no  account  is  published.

V ^oard  (of  the  Hospital)  have  advanced  to  the  Council  of  the 
School  the  sum  of  £9,500  at  3 per  cent,  towards  the  cost  of  the  new 
School  buildings,  which  are  practically  completed.” 

On  the  4th  of  December,  1899,  the  following  advertisement 
ai^ieared  m the  1 lines  and  other  papers  bearing  the  signature  of  the 
” Secretary  Superintendent  ” : — 

“An  earnest  appeal  is  made  for  contributions  towards  the  new 
research  laboratories,  in  order  to  prevent  the  funds  subscribed  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  being  absorbed  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  this  undertaking.” 

These  extracts  seem  to  .show  that  the  advertisement  above 
quoted  made  its  appeal  to  the  public  to  subscribe  their  money  in 
order  to  prevent  an  absorption  that  had  already  taken  place. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  granted  £2,925  to  this  Hoaoital 
m 1897,  £1,000  in  1898  and  1899,  £1,025  in  1900,  and  £1,000  inToOl 
Ihe  amounts  absorbed  by  the  Medical  School  out  of  the  Hospital’s 
funds  were,  in  those  years,  £611  7s.  9d.  (Report  for  1897,  p.  153)  and 
f (Report  for  1898,  p.  155)  and  £800  (Report  for  1899,  p.  155)  and 
£800  (Report  for  1900,  p.  153)  and  £800  (Report  for  1901,  p 155) 

The  absorption  of  these  sums  prov’es  that  the  School  is  not  self 
supporting  and  that  consequently  the  interest  of  3 per  cent,  on  the 
£9,500  cannot  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  received  by  the  School 
The  School,  which  has  received  these  large  grants  of  money  from 
the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  publishes  no  accounts,  but  we  are  told  in 
a sentence  what  became  of  the  £800  paid  to  it  by  the  Hosnital 
m 1899  and  1900 ; it  is  described  with  ingenuous  frankness  on 
iqi.  loo  and  149-50  of  the  Hospital’s  Reports  for  these  j’ears  as  a “ con- 
tribution towards  Lecturers’  emoluments.” 

The  British  Medical  Journal  of  the  25th  of  May,  1901,  makes  the 
following  statement : — 

“We  are  informed  that  it  is  not  the  fact  that  the  hospital  con- 
tributes £800  to  the  emoluments  of  lecturers  in  the  school.” 

Their  informant,  whose  identity  is  withheld,  must  either  be  an 
untruthful  person,  or  he  must  be  prepared  to  prove  that  the  published 
accounts  of  this  hospital  contain  false  statements. 

He  has  not  up  to  the  present  date  fulfilled  the  second  alternative 
and  we  are  consequently  compelled  to  endorse  the  first.  ’

At  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Paddington,  in  the  Eeport  for  1897,  p.  11, 
an  earnest  appeal  is  made  by  the  Board  for  funds  to  complete  a new 
wing,  and  they  add  that  “ they  cannot  believe  that  three  of  the 
richest  i)arishos  in  London  will  refuse  to  furnish  the  means  to 
provide  ailequatc  Hospital  accmnmodatiou  for  their  sick  poor.”  The 
basement  of  the  new  wing  it  appears  has  been  built,  and  is  now 
utilised  as  an  out-patients’  department.  But  the  report  of  the 
Medical  School,  p.  5,  informs  us  that  “ the  .whole  of  the  old  out- 
patients’ department,  made  over  to  the  School,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital,  has  now  been  converted,  etc.,  etc.” 
So  that  as  new  portions  of  the  Hospital  are  erected  by  the  charitable, 
old  portions  are  “made  over”  to  the  School  by  the  kindness  of 
the  Governors,  who  then  continue  to  appeal  reproachfully  to  the 
imblic  for  not  providing  adequate  accommodation  for  the  sick 
j)oor. 

The  report  for  1899  shows  what  the  handing  over  of  a portion 
of  the  Hospital’s  buildings  gratis  to  the  School  has  made  necessary, 
for  on  page  9 Ave  read  : — 

“ Two  houses  have  had  to  be  taken  in  the  neighbourhood  in  order 
to  provide  adequate  accommodation  for  the  nursing  staff.” 

And  on  pages  11  and  12  we  read  : — 

“The  important  structural  alterations  and  other  improvements 
effected  during  the  year,  and  the.  fitting  up  of  a second  house 
us  a nurses'  home,  have  necessarily  been  attended  by  a large 
expenditure.”

From  this  we  must  deduce  that  both  the  Medical  School  and  the 
Students’  Club  failed  to  pay  the  interest  due  on  their  respective 
loans  for  a whole  year. 

The  transfer  of  the  property  of  the  value  at  least  of  £11,000  from 
the  School  to  the  Hospital  ajipears  to  have  taken  place,  as  the 
. “interest”  on  the  loan  is  now  entered  in  the  accounts  as  “rent.” 
But  no  mention  of  this  important  transaction  is  made  in  the 
Eeport. 

We  are  left  to  surmise  whether  the  Hospital  paid  £11,000  out  of 
its  funds  to  the  School  to  x>urchase  the  property,  and  whether  the 
pro^jerty  if  so  purchased  Avas  worth  the  money. 

It  may  also  be  observed  that  the  rent  originally  fixed  at  £440, 
or  4%  on  the  £11,000  invested  in  the  School,  has  fallen  to  .£375 
in  1900,  shoAAung  that  this  particular  investment  is  not  an  im- 
proving one. 

Mr.  Dodgson,  though  not  otherwise  connected  with  the  Hospital 
or  the  School,  was  licensed  to  perform  experiments  at  the  Medical 
School  in  1899.

NOTE  ON  THE  DISTKIBUTION  OF  KINO  EDWAKD’S  HOSPITAL 

FUND. 


On  the  8th  of  May,  1897,  Lord  Knollys,  then  Sir  Francis  Knollys,  the  King’s 
Private  Secretary,  wrote  officially  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  National  Anti- 
Vivisection  Society  and  stated  “in  His  Eoyal  Highness’s  name,  that  there  was  no 
intention  of  devoting  any  part  of  the  London  Hospital  Fund  towards  the  support  of 
the  Medical  Laboratories.” 

The  accounts  of  many  of  the  Hospitals  printed  in  this  pamphlet  in  red  ink 
show  however  that  grants  are  made  by  the  Distribution  Committee  of  King 
Edward’s  Fund  to  the  general  account  of  the  Hospitals,  from  which  general  account 
payments  are  made  towards  the  support  of  the  Medical  Schools  and  Laboratories. 

In  homely  but  effective  language  the  Metropolitan  Radical  Federation  have 
commented  on  these  transactions  as  follows  : — 

“ If  ink  be  poured  into  the  top  of  a tub  from  which  water  is  drawn 
next  day  by  a tap  at  the  bottom,  the  water  will  be  discoloured.  An 
undertaking  that  no  ink  shall  flow  out  of  that  tap  is  not  fulfilled  by  putting 
ink  into  that  tub,  unless  the  ink  is  tightly  corked  in  a bottle  of  its  own.” 

And  no  attempt  to  answer  the  Federation’s  lucid  statement  of  what  has  taken  place 
has  ever  been  attempted  by  the  Distribution  Committee. 

A careful  study  of  the  figures  set  out  in  this  pamphlet  yield  the  following 
remarkable  result : —

The  Distribution  Committee  therefore  allocate  the  largest  amounts  per  bed 
wherever  animals  are  vivisected  under  the  direct  patronage  of  the  hospital,  and 
wherever  the  school  licensed  for  vivisection  receives  money  from  the  hospital’s  funds. 
They  next  favour  hospitals  that  have  licensed  vivisectors  connected  with  them,  and 
they  give  the  smallest  dole  to  hospitals  that  are  entirely  unconnected  with  the 
practice. 

This  will  not  surprise  anyone  who  discovers  that  Lord  Lister  is  the  Chairman  of 
the  Distribution  Committee. 

Lord  Lister  has  himself  describedt  how  he  stitched  a needle  and  thread  through 
the  eye-ball  of  a rabbit  and  left  the  thread  there  for  two  days.  And  according  to  the 
report  for  1900  he  appeared  at  that  time  to  be  on  sufficiently  friendly  terms  with 
88t  vivisectors  as  to  sign  for  each  of  them  a certificate  exempting  him  from  the 
obligations  as  to  anaesthetics  provided  by  the  Act  39  & 40  Vic.,  c.  77. 

Lord  Lister  and  his  committee  having  arranged  the  distribution  so  as  to  favour 
in  a striking  manner  Hospitals  with  Schools  licensed  for  vivisection  attached  to 
them,  it  becomes  interesting  to  observe  the  immense  increase  in  the  grants  made 
out  of  these  Hospitals’  funds  to  their  licensed  schools  which  has  synchronised  with 
the  receipts  from  King  Edward’s  Fund. 

The  following  table  speaks  for  itself  and  enables  any  impartial  person  to  see 
the  apparent  effect  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  on  the  grants  made  out  of 
money  subscribed  for  the  poor  but  diverted  to  schools  licensed  for  vivisection.

§ “ The  speaker  deprecated  the  putting  of  a weapon  of  attack  into 
anti-vivisectors  and  other  agitators,  by  making  it  possible  to  say  that  money 
subscribed  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  poor  was  spent  on  illegitimate  objects,  whic 
thev  ^ do  so  iong  as  any  part  went  to  the  support  of  the  medical  schools  since 
ttese  necessarily  included  bacteriological  departments 

research  Those  who  entered  tor  the  law,  the  army,  and  the  church  were  an 
nreoared  to  provide  for  their  own  education,  and  the  medical  profession  was  recruited 
froTnrecisely  the  sLe  classes.  In  London  two  things  were  wanted;  one  great 
Ldical  schoo^l  and  tees  adequate  to  pay  for  the  whole  organization  “A 

ryoung  man  fit  for  his  profession.  Parents  were  willing  to  pay,  and  it  was  bad 
business  and  wrong  policy  to  have  it  otherwise.  So  there  was  one  direction  in  w i 
hospital  authorities  might  cut  down  expenses— by  refusing  any  longer  to  ““^i^

“It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  these  venerable  and 
sacred  institutions,  founded  by  pious  men  of  old  for  the  relief 
of  the  sick  and  suffering,  sustained  for  generations  by  the 
gifts  of  the  good,  consecrated  in  the  imagination  of  mankind 
to  deeds  of  mercy,  and  dedicated  to  the  glory  of  God  through 
the  perpetual  service  of  His  poor,  are  passing  into  the  hands 
of  those  who  do  not  scruple  to  pervert  their  resources  from

the  succour  of  the  afflicted  to  the  support  of  the  laboratories 
and  schools  wherein  unoffending  dumb  creatures  are  ruth- 
lessly tortured  in  the  pursuit  of  a malignant  and  heartless 
science. 

“ Surely  the  time  has  come  for  the  charitable  to  inform 
the  managers  of  our  hospitals  that  they  give  their  alms  that 
the  sick  may  be  tended,  and  not  that  animals  may  be 
tortured ; and  to  protest  against  the  diversion  of  their 
contributions  from  the  wards  of  the  hospitals  to  the  class- 
rooms of  the  schools.”
